Exact similarity as to shape, size 


and color of bottle containing an iron 
tonic and carbolic acid caused M. R. 
Emmons, of 794 Peachtree street, re- 
tired capitalist and one of Atlanta's 
most prominent and highly respected 
citizens, to take a dose of the latter, 
by mistake, last night, causing his 
death at 10 o’clock. ‘ 

Mr. Emmons had suffered for some 
time from an affection of the throat 
and had gone to his medicine chest 
to take this tonic, as was his habit, 
three times a day, the last time just 
before retiring when he made the mis- 
take which proved fatal. 

Mrs. Emmons, his wife, who return- 
ef from church shortly after 9 o'clock, 
was the first to reach him and found 
Mr. BPmmons sitting on the side of the 
bed, with hié feet hanging over and 
-with the note penned by Mr. Emmons, 
still in kis hand and on his breast as 
it had «neturally’ fallen as his body 
sank back upon the bed. 


Note Very Legible. 


The note, which was written with 8 
pencil on a piece of brown wrapping 
paper, was very legible until those 
places indicated by the dashes, where 
the writing became weaker and less 
legible, and the signature was clear 
in the initials, but very weak in the 
name.

Mrs. Emmons, 
went immediately to Mr. Emmons’ room 
and there found him in an unconscious 
condition. Realizing at a glance his 
condition, she ran immediately to Dun- 
woody’s drug store, giving the alarm 
as she went: calling for help and for 
a doctor. 

Dr. Dorsey was first to respond and 
was quickly followed by Drs. EIKin, 
Davis and Wolfe. All possible medical 
assistance was rendered, but the dose 
had taken effect and was without avail. 

Mrs. Johnson, Mr. Emmons’ only 
ehild, with her husband, sume- 
moned and arrived before Mr. Emmons 
died. He died without ever regaining 
consciousness.

“Profit and Loss” was the subject 
of Dr. Foster's sermon at the West 
End Christian church Sunday evening. 
The pastor’s remarks were in part as 
follows: 

“After Peter's confession of the di- 
vinity of Christ, he was rebuked for 
being an agent of Satan in endeavor- 
ing to turn Christ from the cross. 


Christ adds that if any one wouid 
come after him he must take up his 
cross daily and follow him. The mean- 
ing of cross-bearing is weakened by 
being referred to light afflictions, 
Christ meant that he should die and 
that his disciples must be willing to 
die in his behalf. 

“The disciples are then warned that 
they will be persecuted and that if 
they would save their spiritual lives 
they must be willing to lay down their 
physical lives. ‘For what shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and forfeit his life, or his own 
self or his soul? For what shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul? 

“The text presents a problem to be 
solved; a problem in profit and loss. 
If a man of the world gains pleasures, 
honors and riches and neglects hig 
soul, what does it profit? Does he not 
lose a clear conscience, the river of 
life and the crown of life? The Chris- 
tian may be called upon to forsake 
selfish ambition, the applause of the 
wicked and the worship of gold: but 
does he not by saving his soul gain 
a clear conscience, the river of life 
and the crown of life?

New York, December 3.—An unsta- 
ble cotton goods market and the ob- 
servance of the holiday caused a less 
active trade in primary cotton goods 
markets last week, -but the trading 
was still of very fair volume and of 
a broadening character. Revisions in 
wide sheetings and bleached cottons 
that have keen looked for were made. 
Fruit of the loom 4-4 muslins were 
priced at 7% cents a yard, which is 


the lowest level touched on this sta- 
ple cotton fabric since 1905. 

That cotton goods values are at the 
bottom for some little time to come 
is now the firm belief of leading mer- 
chants, end they are prepared to see 
more active operdtions during the 
current month on the part of the 
larger distributers -of the country. 
China advices state that business iz 
stagnan;y there, but the miscellaneous 
export trade is good and the ship- 
ments are a third in excess of a year 
ago for a similar period. 

Of the 160,000 pieces of print cloths 
sold at Fall River for the week about 
7,000 were for spot delivery. These 
sales were in excess of the production 
owing to the observance of the holi- 
day. 

Sheetings, linen and ‘some lines of 
print cloth numbers still hold their 
values better than finer cloths. On 
the whole there is a broader measure 
ef confidence: expressed in primary 
circles concerning the volume of trade 
possible in the next three months.

Comptroller Wright writes The Constitution indorsing hearti- 
ly our recent editorial criticism of this condition, and cites his an- 
nual report for January 1, 1910, covering identically the situation 
against which this paper protested and going even farther. 

The trail af “blue sky” laws is\shown by the comptroller to 
extend over investment companies, which may use the state’s lhi- 
cense as an indorsement of their solvency, when,in the absence of 
the state’s right of examination no such authority was intended; 
to certain classes of fire insurance companies, so laxly hedged by 


state laws as to encourage “utterly irresponsible persons;” to a 
restricted class of assessment life insurance companies; and, lastly, 
to so-called “fraternal beneficiary associations,’ which, by paying 
a license of $10.00, get the state’s seal on policies which may be en- 
tirely valueless, for the simple reason that the state has no right of 
examination. 

This showing, made in the unemotional report of an honest 
and able state official, is sufficient to astound every. well-balanced 
husiness man in Georgia. It is demonstrated that in many in- 
stances an official of the state is compelled to give the sovereign 
indorsement of the commonwealth to concerns teeming with possi- 
bilities for fraud.. 

The insufance commissioner has discharged his duty. Should 
the legislature henceforth fail to do its duty in providing laws to 
scourge these “blue sky” companies from the aegis of the state’s

THE FOLLY OF MERCIFUL MURDER., 


In startling conjunction with the wide discussion in this coun- 
try of euthanasia, or what might be €alled the “merciful murder- 
ing” of incurably ill or defective individuals, comes the indictment 
of a man and woman in Kissimmee, Fla., for actually practicing the 
doctrine. The victim, or beneficiary, according to the viewpoint, 
was a woman member of a Shaker colony to which the two perpe- 
trators belonged. They thought her hopelessly afflicted with tu- 
berculosis. They sat on her case as judge and jury and at her own 
request, as they claim, chloroformed her out of existence. 

Subsequently—and just here is where the otherwise beautiful 
gospel of euthanasia falls down—a medical examination demon- 
strated that the woman was far from being incurable, but that, 
under proper treatment, there was every indication she would 
have made a complete recovery. The indictment. followed, and de- 
velopmefits will be closely watched by the entire country. » 

The doctrine of euthanasia is not a new one. It rests upon the 
premise that htman agency should help along nature in enforcing 
the law:.of the survival of the fittest. In other words, when so- 
ciety comes across an incurably defective person, whether from the 
physical, mental or moral standpoints, the interests of the race are 
subserved by putting that person out of the way. They are pre- 
vented from propagating disease, possibly idiocy, society is relieved 
of a drain, and the race gradually waxes stronger through the sur- 
vival of ideally healthy individuals. 

But in this age of actual miracles of the clinic and in the medical 
world, who shall decide when an individual is incurabl¥ afflicted ? 
When, as the other day, a youthful degenerate was reclaimed to 
normality by a simple operation on his skull, who can definitely 
assert that any mental or moral malady may not be subjugated? 
There is hardly one disease, one defect in the category, for which 
science today is not groping its way toward a remedy. What ar- 
rogance, then, to advance the doctrine of euthanasia, when some 
of the world’s best work is being done by persons who, at some 
one time in their lives, would have come under its-stupid ban! Pre- 
vention—yes! We are criminally negligent on that score But 
merciful murder—that is a species of short-sighted brutality for 
which the twentieth century is not yet ready.

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WHY THE NATION SHOULD AID. 


Strong, convincing and, incidentally, constitutional, is the ar- 
gument for federal aid for good roads, recently advanced by Gov- 
ernor Crothers, of Maryland, ~ After a review of the progress of 
road-building m his own and surrounding states 1n a recent speech, 
the governor advanced the following clear reasons why the federal 
government should co-operate with the states in the construction 
of public highways— 

The road that passes your door and through your farm is a factor in the 
upbuilding of this country and the broadening of civilization and education. I 
have said that this nation should construct great national highways through 
the length and breadth of the land, that all rural routes should be made post 
roads navigable not only for the man that furnishes your breakfast table with 
the daily paper, but for waned farm wagon that hauls the products of your farm 
to market, and for the horse and buggy in which your boy and his best girl 
drive to a party or on some other pleasure trip. In this work the patrons of 
these post roads should assist the national govérnment, or, in other words, 


all the post roads in the state should be made navigable the year round jointly 
by state and national appropriations, 


The Constitution has, upon many occasions, urged the same 
contentions. The main objections raised against federal aid is 
that it would be unconstitutional. And yet, in the federal consti- 
tution, there is the clause giving the government jurisdiction over 
‘“‘postoffices and post roads,” and if rural free delivery routes, 
which are main-traveled highways, are not post roads, we do not 
know what constitutes the definition. 

That to one side. The constitutional argument against fed- 
eral.aid is quibble pure and simple, and has been raised time and 
again against other governmental innovations, only to give way 
once the people made their will manifest. History will repeat it- 
self in the current issue. A factor of such vital importance to 
the nation-at-large as improved transportation facilities, cannot much 
longer be ignored by the government. When millions can be ex- 
pended upon waterways, and millions more upon a navy—much 
of it is squandered, rather than expended—the spectacle of adequate 
appropriations being withheld from public high@ays is hardly short 
of an outrage. Congressmen who continue to be party to it 
will, some of these days, find themselves looking for new occupa- 
tions.

THE CURIOUS INDIANAPOLIS EXPERIMENT. 


The city of Indianapolis, under the leadership of Mayor Shank, 
is attacking the cost of living problem at an angle so novel that 
its working out is likely to attract national attention. It is pro- 
posed that “householders protective associations” be organized 
covering various districts of the city, and that they receive bids for 
supplying the members for a term varying from six months to a 
year. The plan has other features, but that is its most distinctive 
one. 

The project is evidently aimed at lowering the toll of the mid- 
dleman—a factor as much “cussed” as he is being discussed in the 
economic talk of the day. Accusations range all the way from 
trust extortion to overcharges in the ordinary channels of trade, and 
come alike from the city and the country, the buyer of foods and 
the purchaser of clothes, machinery, tools and other commodities. 
Just what effect the Indianapolis experiment will have upon the 
situation remains to be demonstrated by practice. The idea is not 
anew one. It has been tried out to a certain extent in Great Britain 
and on the Buropean. continent. In some places it has worked 
satisfactorily. In others, the associations have broken up in noisy 


rows, with officials explaining and the consumers holding the bag. | 


Whether the differing conditions in this country will promote 
its feasibility here is as yet a matter for speculation. At the last 
analysis, the answer must depend upon the personnel of the officers 
chosen, upon the closeness of the co-operation, and, above all, upon 
the display of that ordinary business ability and common sense 
people bring to the discharge of their own affairs. Co-operative 
movements look beautiful on paper, but it requires brains, patience 
and experience to put them into practice. If the Indianapolis plan 
meets even with moderate success, it is likely to be imitated else- 
where. Certainly, the problem it starts out to meet is a universal 
one, and, at this moment, engaging the ‘best mental ability and

GEORGIA’S “BLUE SKY” LAWS 
“INDICTED BY COMPTROLLER 


Mr. Willingham dealt mainly in his 
address with the recent speech of 
Hon. Hooper Alexander, in Forsyth, in 
Which he took issue with Mr. Willing- 
ham on charges made in his, recent 
letter to B. F. Ferry, giving his rea- 


sons for not supporting Pope Brown 
for governor. 


Every count in The Constitution's 
indictment of Georgia's “blue sky" | 
laws. is substantiated and carried far- 
ther by Comptroller General William 
F. Wright, also ex-officio insurance 
commissioner. His department is as- 
sumed to protect the public against 
these enterprises, called “blue sky,” 
because that is often the sum-total of 
their responsibility. 

In a communication, published here- 
with, Comptroller General Wright 
commends, The Constitution’s attack 
upon these shameful conditions, He 
cites his; report for 1910, in which 
Ae asked the legislature for authority 
to check abuses even more outrageous 
than those charged by The Constitu- 
tion. 

Commends Constitution. 

Following is Captain Wright's com- 
munication: 

“Editor Constitution: After many 
years of observation of the methods 
employed under the lax laws of Geor- 
gia in the promotion of insurance com- 
panies, the,sale of stock, etc., I deemed 
it my duty to officially call the atten- 
tion of the general assembly of this 
state to needed legislation to protect 
investors in stocks of such companies, 
and in my official report of January 1, 
1910, I urged appropriate legislation 
on the subject. I cowld add nothing 
in any communication I might address 
to you to what was said in my official 
report, and am therefore handing you 
copy of this report marked and pages 
turned down where it refers to the 
matter discissed in your very able 


editorial on the subject.

Investigate Companies. 

Touching the absolute lack of super- 
vision of investment concerns, the 
comprtoller said, in his 1910 report: 

“By an act of the legislature approv- 
ed August 13, 1904, it was sought to 
subject domestic and non-resident in- 
vestment companies doing business in 
Georgia to supervision by _ the state, 
and require them licensed by the 
comptroller general, upon their com- 
pliance with certain conditions. The 
purpose of the law was wise, but un- 
fortunately the provisions of this act 
are such as not to accomplish its 
purpose. No authority is given this 
department to inquire into their finan- 
cial condition or the management of 
their affairs. it will, therefore, be 
observed that the state exercises no 
supervision over the business of such 
companies except in name. This de- 
partment, however, is requireg to li- 
censé them to do business in Georgia 
when they make application for a 
license and pay a fee of $50. This 
certificate of authority or license is 
used by the companies a8 an indorse- 
ment of their solvency Dy the state, 
when such is not intended. _ 

“The deposit fearure «ff <8 ade 
should also. be ame ded so as to re- 
quire deposits of these companiés made 
only in stocks or ponds acceptable to 
the comptroller general. I would res- 
pectfully suggest that the act Le re- 
pealed unless amended so as to better 
protect persons seking investments in 
companies of this character. 


Lax Insurance Supervision. 
Calling for a law that will provide 
regulation of the insurance business in 
Georgia “in fact, as in name,” the comRp- 
troller also directed attention to certain 
species of fire insurance concerns that 
may be operated by “utterly irrespon- 


sible persons:” 

“First of all in importance, the pow- 
ers of the comptroller general as in- 
surance commissioner should be so en- 
larged as to provide for state regula- 
tion and supervision in fatt as well as 
in name, To this end his jurisdiction 
should be made to extend to all classes 
of insurance companies, including fra- 
ternal beneficiary ° associations. It is 
needless to say, that supervision by 
this department to be effective should 
authorize annual examinations of in- 
surance companies, or whenever it may 
be deemed necessary by the insurance 
commissioner. The scope of these in- 
vestigations should not be limited 
merely to the ascertainment of the 
solvency of companies (as is now the 
case) with some classes of companies, 
but the insurance commissioner should 
be empowered to inquire into the hon- 
esty as well as the intelligence of the 
management of the affairs of all com- 
panies. 

“In case it is found that the manage- 
ment of any company is dishonest or 


fraudulent the insurance commissioner 
should be clothed with authority “to 
refuse license to such companies, and 
if they have already Leen licensed to 
revoke said license. To properly make 
these examinations the service of an 
expert actuary and accountant would 
be indispensable and I would therefore 
recommend that the insurance com- 
missioner be authorized to employ 
sO competent person for this work. 

“f should perhaps take up in detail 
the amendments which In my judgment 
are ebsential to the protection of the 
public, referring first to fire insur- 
ance companies, 

“The laws of this state make three 
sub-divisions of this class of compa- 
nies, ag folows: 
tual companies, and co-operative or as- 


‘them where they have complied with 


Mr. Willingham took up his charges 
consecutively, stating in the premises 
that if he did not make them good he 
would cheerfully retract them, and 
answered Mr. Alexander's charges on 
each issue. Substantially, his address 
Was along the lines of Mr. Willing- 
ham's card given to the press in an- 
swer to Mr, Alexander’s speech. 

Mr. Willingham stated that he in- 
tended to deal fairly in his discussion, 
and to put the issue to the people as 
to whether or not he had misrepre 
Sented anything, constituting them a 
jury to try the issues. The continual

No more shivers and swearing by 
the head of a family whose duty it 's 
to crawl out of a warm bed in the 
early hours of a cold winter morning 
while other snuggle comfortably under 
quilts and blankets until the tem- 
perature of room is pleasant and gen- 
jal. 

Mr. Allen’s comfort and fire build- 
ing creation consists of an ordinary 
dollar alarm clock, attached to which 


\is a groove made of tin which ex- 


tends from the rear of the clock. With- 
in that groove is a movable rod on 


— ee ene -~ “a 


one end of which are fastened matches 
in the midst of oil saturated rags. The 
other end of the rod igs attached to 
the clock with rubber bands. When 
the clock is set for a time the rod is 
drawn. back against it, and ig con- 
nected with the alarm. 

The instant the alarm goes off, the 
connection between the clock and the 
rod is broken. The rubber bands con- 
tract and draw the matches over a 
sand paper, which gets them burning. 
The saturated rags instantly ignite 
from the matches, and ag the ~s#od 
throws the. incipient blaze right into 
the bed of kindling a crackling fire is 
sure to be started while the one time 
fire builder, awakened by the alarm, 
turns over to laugh at the chill atmos- 
phere because he does not have to get 
up to build that fire. 

“I've been building fires every win- 
ter morning for years,” said Mr. Allen, 
“and I got tired. That's the regult. 
It would be good for a dynamiter, 
wouldn’t it?"

CONTRACT HAS BEEN LET 


Holley Bros. Successful Bidders 
for Sandersville High 
School Annex. 


Sandersville, Ga,, December 3.—(Spe- 
cial,)—-The mayor and council, in co- 
operation with the city board of edu- 
cation, will soon begin the erection of 
an annex to the Sandersville high 
school, The building will be two gto- 
ries, 57x70 feet, and will either be 
heated by steam or hot air.

POTATO CANNERY 
A BIG ENTERPRISE 


Americus, Ga,, December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The great potato canning face 
tory at Americus, a recent enterprise 
and probably the 4argest of its kind 
in the south, is well demonstrating 
the value of farm industries as a 
source of profit. The plant, owned by 
New York capitalists, has been in op- 
eration one month and has put up 
many thousand bushels of swéét pota- 
toes already, for which orders pour in 
from a dozen states. 

Experienced help is employed at the 
plant, and a good weekly payroll is a 
valuable addition to this enterprige. 
More important, however, is the fact 
that the canning plant affords a ready 
market to farmers here for all the 
surplus potatoes raised, especially 
small potatoes, for which there is les 
demand in the city market, or at the 
merchant's store. 

The canning plant will continue its 
operations three months, and within 
this time will probably consume a 
quarter million bushels potatoes, worth 
60 cents per bushel at the door. The 
potatoes are put up hermetically in 
three, five and ten-pound cans. The 
process is very simple and inexpensive, 
while the profits are necessarily large, 
as the demand cannot nearly be sup- 
plied.

The following interesting statemen 
has been sent to The Constitution by 
Mrs. William Lawson Peel: 


“Editor Woman’s Department: How 
the world is growing in goodness, no 
matter what the croakers say! Take 
-the humane work for prisoners, for in- 
stance. Who ever heard of giving them 
a Thanksgiving dinner, or a show or 
music in the good old days,” Or any- 
thing elgée to connect them with the 
great human family at large, many of 
whom, perhaps, greatly belong on their 
side of the fence? But now these 
things are done, and the wonder is 
that nobody ever thought of it before. 

“Too much for the prisoner. How 
many of us ever think of the insane? 
I believe much has been done in the 
way of music and so forth to ameliorate 
their awful lot, still they must sit day 
after day through weary years with 
idie hands. Idle hands alone would be 
sufficient cause for insanity, were 
there no other cause. Not long ago a 
stranger came to me and asked my ad- 
vice about a suitable Christmas present 
for a young friend at Milledgeville, 
who was hopelessly insane. She said 
her idea was to give her a doll and a 
doll bed, as that by constantly putting 
them doll to bed and taking it up again 
she would find employment for her 
hands all day long. 

“Now, to the point. [ had never 
thought about the matter in my life, 
but a few days ago I read of the action 
of the New York state board of lunacy 
along this line. The state has adopt- 
ed-the plan suggested by Mrs. Floyd 
Jones. of the board of managers, to in- 
terest the insane in all asylums in the 
manufacture of tissue-paper novelties, 
A teacher well supplied with material 
has been sent to every hopital, the 
hopeless idleness has been changed and 
they enjoy the bright colors, the soft 
fabric and the feeling that they are 
making something. They began with 
simplist kindergarten things, and now 
are making flowers, wands, caps, hats, 
bonnets. ice cups, fans and parasols, 
for which they find a ready market.

PICKING ALL-STAR LINEUPS | FUTURE OUTLOOKS TELL 


A GREAT INDOOR SPORT SUCCESS OF PAST SEASONS 
BY DICK JEMISON 


With the close of the football season of 1911, nothing remains but 
Ao summarize the season, rank the teams and pick the all-star teams— 
@ habit, a pastime, or call it whatever you wish—that has become 4 
looked forward to aftermath of every football season. 

In the south, the season was a most successful one. The close games played 
alone emphasize that point. But the past season speaks in no uncertain 
terms of an even more successful season in 1912. 

It is doubtful if, in the history of football in the south, tlat all the 
teams close one season with as good an outlook for the one a year away. Prac- 
tically every team carries over a majority of their splendid eleven of the 
1911 season. Four players seem to be the largest loss than any of the 
teams entail. 

This in itself should insure a great season in 1912. With the experience 
gained during the past season the new men on the southern elevens in 1911 
should improve wonderfully in 1912. 


In Sunday’s Constitution, Coach J. W. Heisman, of Tech, chose an aill- 
southern eleven. As he is better fitted to choose than most anyone else, 
We pass up that feature of the aftermath, though, in doing so, we call at- 
tention to the fact that a week previously, seven of the eleven men he men- 
tioned on his all-southern team, were on ours. . 

Heisman has chosen a great team. Its strength is apparent. One 
statement in his article shows his belief in its strength—“The team picked 
would hold its own—given the same amount of coaching, with any all-east- 
ern or -all-western teams that might be named.” 

This is the first time he has ever dared to make such a comparison, but 
it is a just one, and plainly shows the upward strides made in southern 
football. 

The eleven weighs 2,003 pounds, an average of 182. The line weighs 
1,219 pounds, an average of 188. The back field weighs 674 pounds, an av- 
erage of 169. Here are the correct weights, heights and positions of the 
men:

Surely such weight and heighth should compare most favorably with 
any of the eastern or western elevens. 

But the team carries not only weight and height, but speed, aggressive- 
ness, strength and an ability to play most any kind of game, from the old 
style smashing football to the new open field running, forward passing, kick- 
ing game. 

Five men on the team are ten-second men. In Morrison they have a 
wonderful kicker. In Morrison, Hardage and McWhorter, three powerful, 
brilliant broken field runners. In Davis, a good plunging fullback, with 
enough speed not to handicap the other fast backs on end runs. Hardage 
is also the best exponent of forward passing in the south. 

The line is big and steady, tall enough—averaging 6 feet—to intercept 
forward passes and aggressive and experienced enough to diagnose plays. 
Their ends are two of the fastest men in the south, with sufficient weight 
to keep from being bowled over by interference, good tacklers and especially 
brilliant in covering the kicks of their punter. 

All in all, the all-southern eleven selected by Coach Heisman is one that 
would give any eleven in the entire country the hardest scrap they ever had. 


Next Sunday Mr. Heisman is going to give his review of the season with 
the ranking of the teams. In the meantime we will take a shot at that fea- 
ture, just for pastime and as a matter of comparison with this expert’s when 
it appears. 

Vanderbilt is first. There is no question here. 
if there are any of the eastern teams that could trim her. 
them are more than one touchdown better. 

Second place results in a tie with Georgia and Auburn in the places 
by reason of their 0 to 0 score, and the results of the games they played dur- 
ing the season. 

Tech is placed in fourth place. Her big victories over Sewanee and 
Clemson with their showing against both Georgia and Auburn, counting much. 
Although defeated by both these teams, the Jackets actually gained more 
ground during the games, and on real team merit there was very little to 
choose between the three. 

Sewanee, with Gillem’s toe in evidence, kicked their way into fifth place, 
the defeat of Alabama, Tulane and Texas being commendable stunts. 

Alabama is ranked right under Sewanee, with Tulane next. Alabama’s 
tie game with Missigifppi A. & M. and Tulane’s victory over that team with 
Alabama’s victory 6ver Tulane give the Tuscaloosans the call. 

The University of Mississippi from a formidable contender for second 
honors before the Turkey day game are relegated to this lowly position by 
reason of her defeat at the hands of the lighter A. & M. team. A victory 
in that game would have given the Old Miss crowd a tie for second with 
Georgia and Auburn. 

Mercer, Clemson, North Carolina, Tennessee, Howard and South Caro- 
lina in that ofder conclude the ranking of the teams.

The horseshoe victories of some of the elevens of the south, east and 
west should bring about another revision of the football rules, revisions that 
will tend to more scoring by all teams, and give the stronger elevens a better 
chance to prove their strength. 

Take Princeton for example. Her victories over Harvard, Yale and 
Dartmouth were all very much in the nature of flukes in the last sense of 
the word. Not a one of the three victories were earned. To Sam White's 
ability to take advantage of the mistakes of others is directly attributable 
two of the victories. 

Four downs in place of three, to gain the necessary 10-yard limit for 
first down, would tend to open up the game more, and develop more attack 
and more gaining, with the natural result of more scoring. This suggestion 
of Tom Shevlin, the old Yale end, seems to be worthy of consideration. 

Another suggestion worth considering is regarding the forward pass. 
As it now stands, if worked succesfully, it is altogether luck. With its suc- 
cess or failue depends whether a team has the “break” or not. To make 
every man on the entire team eligible to receive the pass might tend to elim- 
inate a lot of the failures. 

The forward pass is spectacular, but not only has it been a failure in 
the main, but it delays the game. _ If the restrictions as to what players 
were elizible to receive the pass were removed, it might be more successful 
and worthy of more trials than are given it by some teams. 


About all that remains to be done to complete the past season is the 
election of captains for the season of 1912. In this connection we might 
make a few guesses as to the probable selections by some of the leading 
southern teams:

Bankruptcy 


Many of Them Taken on the 
Road by Traveling Men, 


Supporters of the Former Gov- 
ernor Say They Have Money 
to Put Up That He Will Win, 
and Are Finding It Difficult 
to Get Their Wagers Covered. 


More polls continue to come in to 
the Joe Brown headquarters, and a 
feature of these counts is the fact that 
so many of them were taken by trav- 
eling men. There is hardly any one 
Class of citizens more interested in 
the present race for governor than 
these same “knights oof the road,” 
many of them stating that, while they 
had bée@n opposed to “Little Joe” in 
the past, his business administration 
had been exactly the kind that ap- 
pealed to thent most in every way. As 
a result, a large number of these trav- 
eling men visited headquarters, and, 
it is stated, said that there was no 
question but that the big majority of 
these active business men were in 
favor of returning Governor Brown to 
the executive chair. 

Joe Brown Gaining. 

Several, too, spoke of the gacher- 
ings around the different hotels 
throughout the state, and during the 
past week practically all of these re- 
ported that chere was no longer any 
question but that an overwhelming 
Joe Brown strength had appeared dur- 
ing the past week in every section. 

One of the reported pollg taken by a 
traveling man was at a big school 
meeting at the academy in Hayston, 
Newton county, which resulted in 27 
votes for “Little Joe,” 7 for Pope 
Brown and $ for Judge Russell. 

Another poll taken at Hay’s store; 
which resulted in 6 votes for Joe 
Brown, 2 for Pope Brown and 1 for 
Judge Russell. 

Even the closest polls reported 
showed a majority for “Little Joe.” A 
poll of the business men of Moultrie 
showed 70 for Joe Brown, 63 for Pope 
Brown and 41 for Judge Russell. 

A poll on the Central of Georgia 
train, taken by John J. Simpson, 
showed Joe Brown 11, Pope Brown 10, 
Judge Russell 2, silent 2. 

A poll taken between Guyton and 
Savannah, through the entire train re- 
sulted in 45 for Joe Brown, Pope Brown 
40, and Judge Russell 7, 

Close Polls for Little Joe. 

There were also many polls which 
showed tremendous majorities for 
“Little Joe,” but even the very closest 
—those given above—showed Gov- 
ernor Brown in the lead. 

As an example of some of the polls 
showing tremendous majorities for 
Governor Brown is the following re- 
ceived from George W. Sigman and 
Iver H. Plunkett, of Conyers: 

“We have taken a straw ballot of 
the votes of the western part of the 
town district of Rockdale county, 
around Iver H. Plunkett's store, and 
we find the vote as follows Joseph M. 
Brown 34, Pope Brown 1, and Richard 
B. Russell 3, but one of the Russell 
men cannot vote, as he has moved 
away.”’ 

Another poll among those received 
was from the marshal of Locust Grove, 
with the following results: Joseph 
M. Brown 26, Pope Brown 18 and Judge 
Russell 4. He also stated that many 
former friends of Governor Hoke Smith 
Stated that they would vote for Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Brown this time, 

Change in Betting Odds. 

Qne of the best,evidences of the tre- 
mendous sentiment that has been 
sweeping the state during the past few 
days in favor of Joe Brown, and 
which is reported from every quarter 
as gaining in strength daily, claim the 
supporters of the former governor, is 
reflected in the big change in the bet- 
ting odds which now strongly place 
“Little Joe” as a favorite against the 
field, 

While two or three weeks ago Judge 
Russel] was a strong factor in the bets 
that were being made, later the bet- 
ting indicated that the race was be- 
tween the two Browns. About a week 
ago, with the appearance of the Joe 
Brown strength in practically every 
section of the state, the betting ap- 
peared to be strongly in his favor, it 
is gaid, while for the past few days 
the Joe Brown tidal wave has not 
Only placed him a strong favorite 
against the field, say his supporters, 
but in almost every part of Atlanta 
there has been any amount of money 
offered on “Little Joe’ for the next 
governor that has not been covered. 

Looking for Bets. 

The Joe Brown supporters say they 
have been able to secure practically 
no bets against their favorite since 
Thanksgiving day, and these same 
conditions are reported from all sec- 
tions of the state, so much so that of- 
fers that have been wired by the Joe 
Brown Men to some of the larger cities 
have not as yet been accepted. 

Fretty much the game conditions 
exist as to the betting on the result 
in Fulton county, it is said. While 
two or three weeks ago them was 
plenty of Judge Russell money in evi- 
Gence, al] this seems to have disap- 
peared and a number of Brown men 
who have been trying for the past two 
or three days to find some of this 
money that was so much in evidence 
two or three, weeks ago, have stated 
that they have beén disappointed in 
every instance, 

Pope Brown money, so far as Ful- 
ton county is concerned, is reported 
by those in a position to know, as to 
be absclutely wanting, and even the 
offer of odds failed to bring out any 
amount 


Had to Offer Odds. 

Some small bets in which the Joe 
Brown people offered odds of 5 to 3 
and 2 to 1 are practically the only 
bets reported to have been acepted in 
Atlanta during the past two or three 
days. 

It was also stated that several large 
betg were offered both in Atlanta and 
in other cities of the state by Joe 
Brown supporters, in which they offer. 
ed odds on their favorite against the 
field. Up to a late hour last night, 
there were no reports showing that 
any of these bets had been accepted, 

So far as Fulton county is concerned, 
at several of the places .where polit- 
icar wagers are generally made, it was 
stated that if the present Joe Brown 
strength continued to grow as rapidly 
in the three or four remaining days 
before the primary as it had done 
during the last three or four, big 
odds would be offered in favor of

“T have more respect for the dealer 
in liquor, though he is not received by 
our ‘best’ people, than I have for the 
brewer, the stockholder who keep his 
holdings in secret, or for the eoward- 
ly politician through whose inactivi- 
ty his business is possible,’’ was one 
of the remarks. 

“There ig no such thing as personal 
liberty,” he said, referring to the lo- 
cal option pleas, “As civilization be- 
comes more complex and advanced, ev- 
ery life notches more and more into 
every other life, and rules are pre- 
Scribed for the conduct of society. We 
can rule out of the community that 
which is dangerous and a menace. 

“When we had liquor,” he contin- 
ued, “it was a government of the peo- | 
ple by cowardly politicians in the in-' 
terests of the liquor men. And yet 
we want to pay these liquor men $12,- 
500,000 annually for the privilege of 
having whisky. I say to you that the 
prosperity of the state is no more de- 
pendent on saloons than the life of a 
dog is dependent on the fleas which 
swarm on its back, and we prospered 
in years gone by in spite of and not 
because of liquor. 

Care for Offspring. 

“And I want to say further that we 
measure civilization in terms of care 
of a people for its offspring. There 
are no people lower than one who 
would commercialize its offspring, and 
no state lower than one who would 
commercialize its offspring, and no 
State lower than one which would give 
this outside ‘bunch a chance at its 
childhood.”

Tulsa, Okla., December *3.—Mann- 
ford, Okla., a town of 600. people, 20 
miles from here, resembles an armed 
camp tonight, according to reports re- 
ceived here, in fear of a race war fol- 
lowing a series of events in which one 
white man, Fred A. Evans, was killed, 
another, Rollie Johnson, -was serious- 
ly injured, one negro, Bud Walker, was 
bynched and his brother wounded. 

Armed bands of negroes were report- 
ed seen in Mannford today, and the 
report soon spread, every male inhab- 
itant arming himself when he heard 
the report 

Evans and Johnson were held up by 
three negroes Saturday night. They 
resisted an attack and a battle ensued. 
Later a posse captured the negro, Bud 
Walker, riddled his body with bullets 
and hung it to a telegraph pole. The 
negro’s brother made his escape, but 
was captured today and taken to Sa- 
pulpa from Claremore. 

The funeral of Fred Evans today was 
attended by almost the entire popula- 
tion. Every male inhabitant carried 
a gun,

FIVE MEN KILLED 
AND FIVE INJURED 


When the Boilers of an Ohio 
River Steamboat Let Go 
Near Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 3.—Captain 
FE. A. Swaney and four members of the 
crew of the tugboat Diamond were 
killed today in the explosion of the 
boat’s boilers while she was lying in 
the Ohio river off Avalon, six miles 
south of here. Five others were in- 
jured, two fatally. 

The boat, remodeled but a few 
months ago, lies at the bottom of the 
Ohio with the wheel and part of the 
after deckhouse exposed.

‘No Such Thing-As Personal 
Liberty,” He Declares 


“When We Had Liquor,” He 
Says, “It Was Government 
of People by Cowardly Pol- 
iticians in the Interest of 
the Liquor Men.” 


“This is no political meeting,” said 
Judge W. A. Covington yesterday af- 
ternoon during his speech at the pro- 
hibition rally at the Grand. However, 
his facts regarding prohibition and 
liquor and the evils attendant on the 
whisky traffic were interspersed with 
remarks on issues in the present gu- 
bernatorial campaign and records of 
candidates. 

Judge Covington'’s speech was re- 
ceived with close attention by an au- 
dience which filled the stage and pit 
and overflowed into the balcony. 

Saloonist Better Than Brewer. 

“TIT have more respect for the dealer 
in liquor, though he is not received by 
our ‘best’ people, than I have for the 
brewer, the stockholder who keep his 
holdings in secret, or for the eoward- 
ly politician through whose inactivi- 
ty his business is possible,’’ was one 
of the remarks. 

“There is no such thing as personal 
liberty,” he said, referring to the lo- 
cal option pleas. “As civilization be- 
comes more complex and advanced, ev- 
ery life notches more and more into 
every other life, and rules are pre- 
scribed for the conduct of society. We 
can rule out of the community that 
which is dangerous and a menace. 

“When we had liquor,” he contin- 
ued, “it was a government of the peo- 
Ple by cowardly politicians in the in-' 
terests of the liquor men. And yet 
we want to pay these liquor men $12,- 
500,000 annually for the privilege of 
having whisky. I say to you that the 
prosperity of the state is no more de- 
pendent on saloons than the life of a 
dog is dependent on the fleas which 
swarm on its back, and we prospered 
in years gone by in spite of and not 
because of liquor.

One White Man filled and 
a Negro lynched - 


Negroes Aroused Over Lynch- 
ing and Are Arming—The 
White People of Mannford 
Fear an Attack—Armed 
Bands of Negroes Near By. 


Tulsa, Okla., December *3.—_Mann- 
ford, Okla., a town of 600. people, 20 
miles from here, resembles an armed 
camp tonight, according to reports re- 
ceived here, in fear of a race war fol- 
lowing a series of events in which one 
white man, Fred A. Evans, was killed, 
another, Rollie Johnson, -was serious- 
ly injured, one negro, Bud Walker, was 
hynched and his brother wounded. 

Armed bands of negroes were report- 
ed seen in Mannford today, and the 
report soon spread, every maie inhab- 
itant arming himself when he heard 
the report 

Evans and Johnson were held up by 
three negroes Saturday night. They 
resisted an attack and a battle ensued. 
Later a posse captured the negro, Bud 
Walker, riddled his body with bullets 
and hung it to a.telegraph pole. The 
negro’s brother made his escape, but 
was captured today and taken to Sa- 
pulpa from Claremore. 

The funeral of Fred Evans today was 
attended by almost the entire popula- 
tion. Every male inhabitant carried 
a gun, 

Posses pursuing the third negro re- 
turned tonight, bloodhounds having 
lost the scent. 


FIVE MEN KILLED 
AND FIVE INJURED 


When the Boilers of an Ohio 
River Steamboat Let Go 
Near Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 3.—Captain 
E. A. Swaney and four members of the 
crew of the tugboat Diamond were 
killed today in the explosion of the 
boat’s boilers while she was lying in 
the Ohio river off Avalon, six miles 
south of here. Five others were in- 
jured, two fatally. 

The boat, remodeled but a few 
months ago, lies at the bottom of the 
Ohio with the wheel and part of the 
after deckhouse exposed. The cause 
of the explosion has not been learned. 

Pieces of machinery were hurled 
over into the houses of Avalon, tear- 
ing away chimneys and landing in the 
streets, while the roof of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad station was wrecked.

Comparison of pellagra in the United 
States with pellagra in Italy, where 
the disease is common, has proved that 
the attack is much more severe in this 
country. Children, it has been found, 
respond to treatment much more satis- 
factorily than do adults, and show the 
greatest percentage of recoveries, 
When the disease reaches the point of 
producing insanity, a suicidal tendency 
develops, ang nearly all pellagra vic- 
tims choose drowning. 

Cotton seeq oil, Indian corn, certain 
classes of vegetables, and a recently 
discovered gnat, are among the sup- 
posed causes, but the disease still is 
a mystery to the scientists.

KING ALFONSO OF SPAIN 
AND HIS AUNT EULALIA 


Paris, December 3.—The Temps 
prints the pafticulars of-a right royal 
row between King Alfonso of Spain 
and his aunt, Infanta Bulalie, a princ- 
ess with bold and unconventional 
views, The Infanta, who resides in 
Paris, today received the following 
telegram from King. Alfonso dated 
from the palace at Madrid, December 2: 

“I am astonished to learn from 
newspapers that you have published 
a book under the name of Countess 
Avila. I suppose this will cause 4 
great sensation. I order you to sus- 
pend publication until I have taken 
cognizance of the contents and give 
my permission to publish.” 

To this tlegram Infanta Eulajie re- 
plied as follows: 

“I am greatly astonished that my 
book should be judged without being 
read. It is a thing that could only 
happen in Spain. Never having a lik- 
ing for court life, from which I have 
always held myself aloof, I take this 
opportunity to send you my adieux. 
For after this proceeding, which is 
worthy of the inquisition, I consider 
myself, so far as my private life is 
concerned, free to act as I deem fit.” 

In communicating the telegram to 
The Temps the Infanta declared vehe- 
mently that after the treatment of her 
son, who showed great patriotic devo- 
tion in fighting in Morocco without 
the slightest recognition, this was the 


last straw. She had given orders for 
the sale of all of her estates in Spain, 
she said, and would henceforth live in 
the strictest privacy. 

“I shall be much happier,” said the 
princess, “for I can keep my person- 
ality.” 

While the book to which King Al- 
fonso ‘takes exception and which bears 
the title “The Thread of Life,” has 
the name of Countess Avila on the 
title page, the preface, in which the 
author takes the responsibility for the 
views expressed, js signed Eulalie, 
Infanta of Spain. 

The book is written in French. It 
is a sort of discursive, independent 
treatise on morality. The chapter 
headings include such subjects as “The 
Principal Cause of Happiness,” “The 
'Development of Will Power,” “Com- 
plete-Independence of Women,” for the 
princess is a radica! feminist; “Equali- 
ty of Classes by Education, Religion 
and Marriage.’’ 

The royal moralist makes a deter- 
mined Onslaught on the traditialists. 
She is in favor of divoree, but thinks 
that it should be a “law based on 
justice, not, as often happens, on tacit 
agreement covering lust.” 

The princess holds that woman in 
principle is the equal of man and in- 
sists that she should become the use- 
ful collaborator, without ceasing to 


be the generous companion of man in 
the joys and labor of life.

REPORTED MERCER 
OFFER 1S DENIE 


Nothing Said About $250,000 
f Institution Comes to Atlanta 


Full Statement Covering Prop- 
osition .and Explaining De- 
bate at Recent Convention 
Is Made by Messrs. Brown 
and Cooledge. 


———— 


The following lucid statement rela- 
tive to the reported offer of 170 acres 
of land and $250,000 if Mercer is re- 
moved to Atlanta, is sent to The Con- 
stitution by George M. Brown and 
EF. J. Cooledge: 


Editor Constitution: On Thursday, 
November 23, there appeared in most 
of the daily newspapers of the state a 
news item, under Rome, Ga., date, the 
first sentence of which reads as fol- 
lows, viz: 

“The question of the removal of Mer- 
cer University from its present insuf- 
ficient quarters in Macon was brought 
to a sudden climax tonight, when 
George M. Brown and F. J. Cooledge, 
both of Atlanta, offered the convention 
170 acres of land and $250,000 if the in- 
stitution was removed to Atlanta.” 

Following are the full facts of the 
case: 

At the last annual meeting of the 
convention, hel@ at Elberton, Ga., Mr. 
J. E. Hudson, of Adairsville, Ga., of- 
fered the following resolution,. which 
was adopted: 

Resolutions Adopted, 

Whereas, Our educational interests 
are presenting new problems which in 
many instances have and will require 
a readjustment of former plans to meet 
new and pressing needs: and 

Whereas, It appears to be the fixed 


policy of the denomination to have 
only one university for our boys; there- 


fore,’ be it 

Resolved, That a committee of 
twelve, representing every section of 
the state, including at least one each 
from Macon ang Atlanta, be appointed 
to take up the question with the broth- 
erhood as to the advisability of moving 
Mercer University to Atlanta. 

Said committee to make its report at 
the next session of this convention. 

In so far as We know, no Atlanta 
man in that convention knew that Mr. 
Hudson was going to introduce the 
resolution. 

During the session of the convention 
held in Rome, Ga., Wednesday night, 
November 22, Judge T. G. Lawson, of 
Eatonton, Ga., chairman of the com- 
mittee of twelve appointed under the 
Hudson resolution, made the following 
report for the committee, viz: 

Your committee, appointed b 
Elberton conventi n to investigate the 
question of removing Mercer universi- 
ty to Atlanta, begg to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

1. That we sought’ to obtain the 
sentiment of the brotherhood as di- 
rected, and also to consider the ques- 
tion in all its bearings, having held 
three meetings of the committee dur- 
ing the year, two in Macon ard one in 
Atlanta. 

2. Inviewof the fact that no propo- 
sition making it t he advantage of 
Atlanta, has 
been presented to the committee from 
Atlanta; anu, in view of the traditions 
of forty years, identifying Mercer uni- 
versity with its present locality; and, 
in view of the further facts that the 
citizens of Macon, through » repre- 
sentative of the Macon Chamber of 
Commerce, have tendered good bonds 
to the amount of $25,000, and in addi- 
tion a generous option on contiguous 
land to assist the college in securing 
sufficient campus grounds, we recom- 
mend to the Georgia Baptist conven- 
tion that Mercer shall remin in or 
near the city of Macon, and that the 
question of her removal be regarded as 
so settled. 

3. We further recommend that a 
committee of seven be appointed from 
the board of trustees of Mercer uni- 
versity to take up with the city of 
Macon the question of securing a tract 
of land near the city for a new site for 
the college; also the question of dis- 
posing of the present site and building 
to the city, for the purpose of erect- 
ing a new and up-to-date college 
plant; and the further question of 
omitting from new terms which May 
be drawn the reversionary clause in 
the titles as being contrgry to the best 
and freest relations of a Baptist col- 
lege to its community. 

T. G. Lawson, J. E. White, B. Y. 
Mallary, W. L. Pickard, Carl W. Minor,

mittee. 

Four Unavoidably Absent. 


Judge Lawson stated that four of the 
‘committee were unavoidably absent 
from the convention and one member, 
Dr. L. R. Christie, of Columbus, Ga., 
refused to sign the report. 

While reading the report, Judge 
Lawson called particular attention to 
the fact that no interest in the matter 
of moving Mercer to Atlanta, had been 
shown by the Baptists of Atlanta, that 
no person representing Atlanta had 
asked to Le heard by the committee or 
make any proposition to them, and that 
in so far as the committee had any 
krowledge, the Baptists of Atlanta 
were thoroughly indifferent toward the 
proposition of moving Mercer Univer- 
sity from Macon to Atlanta. He also 
stated that the only offer they had 
was submitted by the citizens of Macon. 

Dr. S. Y. Jameson, president of the 
convention and of Mercer University, 
then addressed the convention and in 
his speech stated that the University 
could never grow to be a credit to the 
Baptists of Georgia and accomplish the 
work in the cause of Christian educa- 
tion that it ought and was intended to 
du by its founders, while at its present 
location at Macon, and he urged that it 
be moved and located at some point in 
or near Macon or Atlanta where it 
could have at least fifty acres of 
ground instead of the six it now had. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Jameson's 


: 


speech, George M. Brown was recog- 
nized by the presiding officer and 
stated that while he was moderator of 
the Atlanta Association of Baptist 
Churches, he wanted it distinctly un- 
derstood that he did not speak in an 
official capacity, but only as a Georgia 
Baptist and also as a loyal Baptist and 
citizen of Atlanta. Mr. Brown said 
that he was glad to see by the report 
of the committee that its members had 
bowed to what he believed to be th« 
judgment of a large majority of the 
Baptists of Georgia, and had recom- 
mended the appointment of a commit- 
tee of seven of the trustees of the 
University to endeavor to secure a new 
site for Mercer. 
Mr. Brown’s Statement. 

He stated that official notice had 
not been given to any of the Baptist 
churches of Atlanta by the committee 
of their meeting held in Atlanta and of 
their desire that Atlanta submit a 
proposition looking to the removal of 
Mercer to Atlanta, and that he sup- 
posed that the failure to give notice 
to the Atlanta Baptists by the com- 
mittee of their intention to hold a 
meeting in Atlanta was an oversight 
and not intentional. 

Mr. Brown then said that the Bap- 
tists of Atlanta had no proposition to 
make to the convention looking to the 
removal of Mercer University from 
Macon to Atlanta, nor would they do 
anything to induce the convention to 
take such a step. But should the con- 
vention decide to move the university 
to Atlanta and pass a resolution to 
that effect and say how ch money 
it thought Atlanta ought to contribute, 
that the Baptists and other citizens of 
Atlanta would then consider any reas- 
onable proposition made, and he 
thought favorably so. He also stated 
that he was opposed to the convention, 
in the future, accepting any land for 
college or school sites with a rever- 
sionary clause in the deed, whether 
it be for Mercer University, Shorter 
College, Bessie Tift College, or any 
other Baptist school, ang moved that 
the report of the committe be amended 
so as to provide that the land offered 
by the citizens of Macon while it con- 
tained the reversionary clause, be re-| 
jected. 

Mr. Cooledge’s Statement. 

Mr. Fred J. Cooledge then secured 
the floor and stated that he had never 
heard, until the report was read to- 
night, of the meeting of the Mercer 
committee held in Atlanta, ang that he 
had been in Rome two days, during 
which time, he understood, several 
meetings had been held, but in so far 
as he knew, no person from Atlanta 
or elsewhere, had been asked to 4p- 
pear before them. Should this con- 
vention decide to move Mercer Uni- 
versity to Atlanta, he did not know 
what the Atlanta people would do for 
Mercer, that he was not authorized to 
speak for them, but that he was satis- 
fied they could raise two or three, or 
even four times as much as the Macon 
offer of $25,000, provided the conven- 
tion would give the Atlanta Baptists 
and citizens one year’s time in which

I¢ Is Their Untversity. 

As Georgia Baptists, we desire to 
say that this university was bulit and 
has been conducted since it was 
opened at Penfield, Ga., and during 
the time it has been located at Macon, 
with money collectei from our Bap- 
tis, folks from all sections of Georgia, 
and it is their university to. do just 
as they please with. If Mercer had 
not been the property of the Baptist 
convention it is not probable that the 
people of Penfield, Ga. (where if was 
located for many years) would have 
allowed it to be moved to Macon. 

It is estimated that we now have 
261,000 Baptists among the white peo- 
ple of Georgia, nearly 15,000 of whom 
belong to the churches of the Atlanta 
association, and nearly 6,000 mem- 
bers of churches in the Rehoboth as- 
sociation. Macon, Ga., is in the Re- 
hoboth association, as is also Monte- 
zuma, Marshallville, Forsyth, Fort 
Valley, Perry and Thomaston, Ga, In 
other words, we probably have over 
four times as many members in the 
Baptist churches of Atlanta as there 
are members in the Baptist churches 
in Macon, Ga., and the churches of 
Atlanta are much the largest contrib- 
utors of all the churches in Georgia 
to all causes, such as missions, schools 
and colleges, fostered by the Georgia 
Baptis~ convention. 

We have no apologies to make for 
our actions in Rome. We could not 
remain silent and allow the impras- 
sion to be made that the Baptist folks 
of Atlanta were indifferent about 
Mercer University, when, in fact, they 
have always done their part to sus- 
tain it and advance its interests.

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STOCK MARKET 
NOT SO ACTIVE 
Coming of December Worked 


a Transformation in the 
Money Situation. 


New York, December 3.—The come 
ing of December worked a transfor- 
mation in the money market last week 
and directed close attention to the po- 
litical phases of the financial outlook. 
The effect was a pause in stock mar- 
ket activity and a recession in prices. 

So many extraordinary demands 
upon the money market have been 
met during the year without ruffling 
its ease that the signs of diminishing 
supplies was rather neglected until 
a rise in rates gave warning. The 
movement of currency the preceding 
week, although known to be on @ 
scéle sufficient to tax the. availabie 
Dank surplus, carried the call lean 
rate unchanged to the end of that 
week, With the opening of last week, 
however, and the persistence of ‘ke 
depleting factors, there came some 
displacement of credits and shifting 
of loans, which led to higher bids. 

The exportation of gold and the: 
Decemter money -ecettlements were 
held responsible for the change. What 
indicated that there might be a less 
transitory cause was tho hardening, 
at the same time, of the rates for time 
money here and of private discount 
rates abroad, It had been assumed 
that New Yor bank credits to forsigy 
borrowers would prove readily avail- 
able to meet any home need as it rose. 
The respons» of the foreign money 
markets to the fall tn exchange w 
New York gives intimation of an un- 
readiness to relinquish any resources 
at present in hand. In consequence, a 
question arises about any probable re- 
jaxation of money markets until the 
turn of the year. 

The assembling of congress next 
week for the long session brought into 
closer consideration a factor which is 
expected to prove a disturbing ele- 
ment for some time. The possible 
censequences cf the proposd revision 
of the tariff or of other legislation 
affecting the business interests of the 
country were regarded as of suffi- 
client importance to cause a restriction 
of demand. The incessant discussioa 
of the trust question, fed by commit- 
tee investigations from both houses 
of congress and the coming report of! 
the railroai securities commission, 
helped to keep political problems to: 
the fore. 

The week brought further evidence 
of better business conditions. The 
buying of pig iron was much more 
aggressive, ard there was a continu- 
ance of the brisk demand for some 
lines of railroad equipment. Reports 
of railway earnings in October showed 
no uniform t4ndency, for in severai 
cases railroais traversing the same 
Senera] secticns of the country ex- 
hibited resylts which were at variance 
with each other. There were, how- 
ever, a number of striking gains, in 
some cases effected by reduction of 
expenses, 

Business on the stock exchange 
showed a substantial cxpansion last 
month as compared with the previous 
month, both in stocks and in bonds. 
The par value of bond sales in No- 
vember rose to above $83,000,009, 
which was «xceeded in that month 
cnly four times previously. The ex- 
tent of the month's rise in prices of 
stocks in itself suggested a pause 
such as occurred last week.

5. That the whole matter be re- 
committed to a special committee of 
twelve. to represent all sections of the 
state, and that the committee appoint- 
ed in pursuance of this resolution be 
instructed to inspect all parcels of land 
offered to the university and to report 
on its value and suitability as a site for 
the university. and to inquire into and 
report upon the value of all other prop- 
erty and securities that may We offered. 

Willi Change Locations. 

In conclusion allow us to say that we 
have no doubt but that the Georgia 
Baptist conventicn, which body owns 
Mercer university, is going to move it 
from its present location. Certainly a 
great many of its members have indi- 
cated such an intention, both at the El- 
berton and Rome meetings. The con- 
vention is now asking for propositions 
to the end, and it seers to us the only 
question now is “Will Mercer be per- 
manently located in a suburb of Macon, 
or in Atlanta, Rome, or some other city 
in Georgia. 

We notice by the Atlanta papers that 
Rome, Ga., will probably submit a prop- 
“sition for Mercer to the next meeting 
of the c6nvention, to be held at Moul- 
trie, Ga., November, 1912, and as Rome 
gave about $30,000 to Shorter college, 
located in Rome, their citizens will, no 
doubt,’ make a very attractive offer for 
Mercer university, if they decide to en- 
ter the contest. 

If Mercer is to be moved from Macon 
we think it ought to come to Atlanta, 
and we believe the people of Atlanta, 
including all of the Atlanta newspaper 
folks, will be glad to secure it, and v '!

SOME STRIKING ASPECTS 


OF RECENT SUCCESSFUL 
TOUR AROUND THE STATE 


By Fred Lewis. | 

If any among the 150 participants 
in the recent successfully concluded 
tour around Georgia were asked to 
state what were its most striking as- 
pects, those which mean most in the 
direction of substantial development, 
there is no question that the. reply 
would be first the enthusiastic good 
roads sentiment of the people at every 
the route of the tour, indi- 
cating intention and determination, and 
second, the actual presence upon the 
traversed in ten or a dozen 
counties of convicts at work improv- 
ing them, showing that the sentiment 
is bringing rightly directed activity. 

Here were 150 people in forty auto- 
mobiles traveling over 800 miles of 
Georgia roads, through thirty-four 
counties and many of Georgia’s most 
important cities and towns. If it had 
been no more than a “joy ride” or a 
party of sightseers, doubtless those in 
it would have been shown little at- 
tention, But “its purpose at bottom 
was anything but that. It was a tour 
projected, organized and carried 
upon 
importance of and the necessity 
z00d road development. 

Best of Everything Given. 

It was that well Known purpose of 
the tour which directed to it the at- 
tention of the people in practically ev- 
ery city and town through which it 
passed. It was no ordinary attention; 
at practically every point it was the 
best of everything for the tourists. 

This enthusiasm proceeded not from 
a mere desire to entertain and gladden 
the hearts of a few tourists who were 
passing through these towns: it was 
everywhere apparently a recognition 
of the purpose of the tour; it was in- 
dicative of a deep rooted belief that

the 1911 tour are becoming apparent. 
In at least ten counties through which 
Tlré tour passed the tourists saw*con- 
victs at work on the very roads they 
traversed, bettering them at every 
point. 

These roads were not being built for 
the tour; so far as comfortable tour- 
ing is concerned, it would: have been 
better to let them alone until the tour 
passed, for a freshly worked road is 
often an abomination to an automo- 
bile. This construction and develop- 
ment was taking place because the 
1911 tour had directed attention to the 
importance of these roads to farm and 
other traffic; they are roads connect- 
ing important towns and county seats. 

Convicts were seen at work in Fay- 
ette, Spalding, Pike, Sumter, Clinch, 
Bulloch, Emanuel, Laurens, Twiggs and 
Other counties upon the very roads 
which were used as the route of this 
tour, 

Here was activity in the direction of 
important development to which the 
1911 tour had brought attention: here 
was the actual product of the same 
enthusiastic good roads sentiment 
which expressed itself in the magnifi- 
cent treatment acorded the tourists at 
every point on the foute. 

The Significant Aspects. 

These it may well be said, were the 
most significant aspects of the 1911 
Good Roads Tour Around Georgia, and 
they were remarked upon by many of 
the tourists at the conclusion of the 
trip. 

The fact that everybody had a good 
time and enjoyed the trip is merely 
incidental. What is of most import- 
ance is the substantial and far-reach- 
ing development that will accrue to 
Georgia.

Many of these people saw last year’s 
tour pass through their towns; they 
knew what it had done, and they 
had confidence that valuable results 
would proceed from this one. 

An interesting example in point is 
the fact that this year’s tour around 
Georgia passed over many roads which, 
one year ago, could not have been 
traveled. Effort was made in 1910 to 
find a road for that year’s tour di- 
rect from Vaidosta to Waycross. Such 
a road had to pass through Clinch 
county, but the Clinch county roads 
eould not then be negotiated by auto- 
mobiles, principally on account of un- 
bridges streams which are swollen by 
every rain until they are practically 
impassable. 

Just one year later the 1911 Good 
Roads Tour Around Georgia passed over 
this road from Valdosta to Waycross, 
through Homerville and other towns 
of Clinch county, without difficulty, 
shortening the distance by twenty- 
five miles. The remarkable improve. 
ment im this road, chiefly the building 
of the bridges. came about directly as 
the result of the tour of 1910. 

This is only one of the results of 
The Constitution’s 1910 tour. Many 
others might easily be mentioued. 
And the same good work will follow 
the 19811 tour.
